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Generally, duties involving the exercise of judicial power are reserved to judges and may not be delegated to the clerk, although 
ministerial duties of a judge incident to judicial power, such as administering oaths, may be delegated to the clerk by statute 


or by court order.' One test of judicial versus ministerial functions is whether a statute imposes a duty upon the clerk to act in 
a certain way, leaving the clerk no discretion.” The distinction also pertains to whether the clerk's acts fall within one or more 


forms of immunity from liability." 


The entry of judgments for the record is a ministerial duty,“ as is providing notice of the entry of judgments,” as distinguished 


from the rendition of the judgment and similar judicial acts of the court.° 
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
